Fight brews on - 
entertainment tax |

St. Clair County officials say that Madison 
cannot enforce an entertainment tax placed on 
automobile racing at Gateway International 
Raceway because state law gives counties the 

ight to license raceways. 
ut while Madison officials concede that 
state law does give counties that ability, they 
also say that right does not prevent the city 
from enacting its own tax. 

The Madison City Council approved an 
entertainment tax Dec. 3 and intends to 
enforce it. 

A letter to the city from St. Clair County 
Board Chairman John Baricevic dated Dec. 20 
states that the county plans on charging 
Gateway a $100 fee for a license. 

“St. Clair County believes that only county 
government can license raceways,” the letter 
states. 

In an earlier letter to the city, Baricevic 
accused Madison officials of ‘‘gilding the lily’’, 
and misleading racetrack developers by not 
mentioning the tax until they were committed 
to the development. He called the act ‘‘morally 
dishonest’’ and a “‘bait and switch”’ plan. 

But Madison City Attorney Casper 
Nighohossian said the county’s ability to 
license race track activities does not interfere 
with the city’s ability to levy an entertainment

tax. 
‘‘We have no objection to the county 

licensing the racetrack, as long as they don’t 
think it supersedes our’ ability to license and 
tax,” Nighohossian said. 

Nighohossian said state law gives the city 
authority to enact the entertainment tax and 
that the Illinois Supreme Court has upheld that 
authority in a previous case. = 

Madison’s tax on “‘nationally-sanctioned 
events’’ will be 30 cents per ticket sold in 1997; 
it will double to 60 cents.per ticket'in 1998 and 
increase to $1 in 1999. 

‘The tax is expected to bring the city tens of 
thousands of dollars annually. 

“‘We don’t want to give up our tax,’’ Madison 
Alderman John Hamm said, noting that the tax 
was the result of direct negotiations with track 
officials.

Recently a woman was rdped by a 15 year 
eld boy who was a truant high school stu- 
dent. The attack occurred on a school day 
shortly before noon. The victim filed suit 
against the boy, the parents, and the schoo! 
district. There is obviously liability on the 
part of the attacker. The real question here is 
whether the parents and the school district 
can be held responsible. 

With regard to the parents, the complaint 
alleged that they knew their son was truant, 
that they knew he associated with juvenile 
delinquents, and that they were aware he 
previously engaged in miscellaneous acts of 
criminal conduct. The general law in this 
State regarding parental responsibility for 
acts of minors is that a parent is not liable for 
wrongful acts or injuries caused by his 
children merely. because of the parent-child 
relationship. A parent is under a duty to con- 
trot-his minor child, however, if hevis aware 
that his child has a disposition to commit 
violent acts. 

The victim in this case relied upon a case 
decided in California in 1953. Here the in- 
jured party was pushed violently to the floor 
by a four year old child. The plaintiff sought 
to hold the parents liable in this California 


case and alleged that the parents knew the 
four year old habitually engaged in conduct 
whereby he violently attacked people and 
threw them to the ground. Thus the injured 
person maintained the parents had 
knowledge of ‘‘similar” acts of violence. 

The Illinois Court found this California 
case was different from the facts of the rape 
case dismissed above. The court noted that 
there was no evidence that the parents of the 
rapist had any previous. knowledge of 
criminal acts on the part of their son. There 
was certainly no allegation that the parents 
had any knowledge of ‘‘similar" acts of 
violence committed by their son. Further- 
more, the Court felt the injured party did not 
establish that the parents had the opportuni- 
ty to control their child’s behavior. Thus the 
Court found that the parents of the rapist 
could not be held liable for injury to the 
victim. 

What about the complaint against the 
Schoo! district? The victim felt that because 
the school acts “in place_of the parents,” 
they should be liable under the same theory 
as the parents. The Court noted that the com- 
plaint against the school district must be 
dismissed for the same reasong noted above.

TO THE EDITOR: 

In recent _negotiations~among 
the Granite City Steel and 
Community Federal Credit 
Union and the United Steel- 
workers Union, the union’s 
first pro) 1 included numer- 
ous provisions regarding train- 
ing, cross-training and multiple 
opportunities for training of 
employees: Additionally, 
throughout negotiations, the 
union sought and obtained con- 
cessions from management 
with regard to the greater 
opportunities for training, 
which the employer would pro- 
vide. 

Accordingly, once negotia- 
tions were concluded and the 
collective bargaining agree- 
ment had been ratified, the 
employer began, consistent 
with the complete tenor of the 
negotiations, to follow throu; 
on its agreement, and provi 
training, cross-training and 
multiple location training for 
all tellers so that they would 
be _ both familiar with and 
understanding of the needs of 
the entire constituency of the 
credit union. 

For whatever reason, the 
union fons now chosen to chal- 
Ie fe this cross-training oppor- 
tunity for tellers through the 

ievance procedure as well as 


iling a charge with the 
National Labor Relations 
Board. The credit union recog- 


nizes the union’s right to file a 
grievance and will abide by 
that decision should the union 
want to pursue the matter 
completely to arbitration. 

In addition to allegations 
with regard to the employer’s 


efforts to provide cross-train- 


ing 0 tunities for employ- 
ees, the union also challenged 
the employer’s scheduling 


ractices which the union con- 
ended interfered with its 
union activity. All these issues 
were fully investigated by the 


National Labor Relations 
Board and its agent assigned 
to the investigation rom 
Region 14 of the National 
Labor Relations Board. The 
National Labor Relations 
Board, on Dec. 6, 1996, issued 
its findings. In its decision, the 
NLRB dismissed all allegations 
with regard to the claim by 
the union that the employer 
changed its past practice of 
pe! itting employees to take 
time off work to conduct union 
business. In_ addition, the 
NLRB stated it would not pro- 
ceed on any other issues, since 
those issues were already 
pending in the arbitration pro- 
cedure. Accordingly, the 
NLRB either dismissed or 
deferred all charges filed by 
the union. This vindication of 
the employers position resulted 
in no complaint being issued 
by the NLRB. 

As has been the case for 
over 50 years, Granite City 
Steel and Community Federal 
Credit Union remains finan- 
cially strong and dedicated to 
maintaining the quality of ser- 
vice that our over 23,000 mem- 
bers continue to e: t.

The end result for us on Nov. 
5 was to come up short with 48 
percent of the vote. Our team 
raised over $275,000, with the 
support of the Republican Par- 
ty, developed a force of over 
150 volunteers on election day, 
Freunced over 230,000 pieces of 
iterature, and hysically 
touched over 30,000 households.

George Becker, International

essence, came from this rich 
and wonderful city,’ Butler 
said, summarizing the 
sentiment expressed by several 
other honorees. 

Although the weather 
dampened the first-ever ethnic 
festival in downtown Granite 
City in May, spirits were high 
and aganizere pledged to 
make affair an annual 
event. 

Nearly 10,000 people attended 
the Centennial Finale at the 
Price Center in October. 

But even as the city 
celebrated the passing of an 
era and the start of its second 
100 years, residents also 
mourned the death of its most 
prominent public servant. 

Nellie Hagnauer dies 

Nelson ‘‘Nellie’? Hagnauer 
died in his home May 19. 
Hagnauer, 68, had been 
Granite City Township 
Supervisor since 1961 and 
served on the Madison County 
Board for more than 40 years 
— including the last 24 as its 
chairman. 

st uer — known to 
frie as “‘Nellie’’ or simply 
“Chairman” — believed that 
good government was good 
politics and realized that the 
job of government is to 
provide services to 
constituents. No single 
individual in the past half 
century initiated more 
programs and services to help 
area residents. In addition to 
his township and county board 
posts, he served as chairman 
of the Madison County Transit 
District, chairman of the 
East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council and 
chairman of the Madison 
County Democratic Central 
Committee. In those ; 
capacities, he was responsible 
for providing programs and 
services for hundreds of 
thousands of people. 

Hagnauer, whose web of 
influence reached all the way 
to the White House, was 
respected by Republicans as 
well as Democrats for his _ 
fairness, integrity and ability 
to bring opposi factions 
together for the benefit of all.

Power plant proposal 

blocked 

An attempt to build a $70 
million power plant in Madison 
was blocked first by opponents 
who reside nearby, then by the 
repeal of the state's 1988 Retail 
Rate Act, and finally by the 
Tlinois Pollution Control 


Board. 

Michael Vrtis of Metro East 
LLC proposed building the 
controversial 60 megawatt 
plant near the Clovérleaf 
subdivision. Madison officials 
approved the plant’s siting, but 
Bathy Andria and residents of 
the subdivision appealed the 
decision, alleging they were 
intimidated and thus did not 
testify at the siting hearing. 

The legislature’s repeal of 
the Retail Rate Act effectively 
Killed the project, making local 
siting issues moot. 

But Madison officials had not 
put all of their economic 
development eggs into one 
basket. id 


Gateway renovation 
Early in 1996, the state 
endorsed a plan to finance a 
$22 million expansion of 
Gateway International 
Raceway with industrial 
revenue bonds. 

Christopher Pook, president 
of the Grand Prix Association 
of Long Beach, purchased the 
Gateway International 
Raceway in Madison in 1995, 
then decided to invest millions 
of dollars to renovate the, 
track.

Bridge and the Chain of Rocks 
Landfill. 

Madison County State’s 
Attorney Bill Haine had filed 
an objection to the annexation 
based on the fact that the 
property annexed is located 
more than five miles from 
Madison proper. > 

The city was able to annex 
the land because of a state law 
applicable only to Madison, 
which allowed it to ‘“‘jump 
over’’ federally-owned land to 
take the bridge, landfill and 
other property. 

Last; week, city officials 
approved a lease of the old 
bridge, which has not been 
used for 20 years, to Gateway 
Trailnet, an organization that 
plans to spend up to $3 million 
to renovate the mile-long span 
and make it a 
bicycle/pedestrian trail.

EPA has begun a $75 million 
Superfund cleanup of residual 
lead from a now-defunct 
smelter. EPA plans to remove 
soil from highly-contaminated 
residential property, place it 
on an existing 30-acre, 
290,000-ton lead waste pile at 
15th and State streets. 

The city has said the lead 
pile — under which 

roundwater contamination 
as been confirmed — and 
lead dust in homes poses a 
greater health risk than the 

contaminated soil, and that 
only a comprehensive plan 
dealing with all possible 
avenues of lead exposure will 
be effective. 

In May, the University of 
Cincinnati study results were 
released. The study said that 
many of the 38 homes where 
EPA had already ‘‘cleaned 
up”’ lead-contaminated soil 
have already become
